PICTURES PAINTED AT NIGHT, 


According to the Morning Post, a demonstra- 
tion was given recently at the Royal Society of 
Arts by Mr. L. ©.

REFLECTION OF THE LIGHT. 

The lamp or lamp attachment makes use of a 
coloured reflector for correcting the distribution 
of energy in the spectrum of the artificial 
source. Mr. Sheringham, at the outset, used 
simple coloured reflectors or shades with artifi- 
cial sources, and found the quality of the light 
for painting immensely improved. The possi- 
bilities of the system have been to some extent 
worked out by Mr. Martin, the requisite distri- 
bution of colours being calculated on spectro- 
photometric measurements on opaque pigments, 
made by means of Abney’s colour-patch appara- 
tus. It has been necessary in general to make 
use of arrangements to reflect the whole of the 
light from the coloured surface, thus producing 
a type of indirect lighting unit.

It is probable that a formal application to the 
Dutch Government for the surrender of the ex- 
Kaiser will be made when the ratifications of 
the Peace Treaty by three of the Great Powers 
have been deposited. It is expected that this 
point will be reached by the middle of Decem- 
ber at latest. 

There are two alternative indictments on 
ean be arraigned before an 
international tribunal.

It is probable, the Daily Chronicle learns, 
that the Government will proceed with the lat- 
ter of these two courses, and so avoid the pos- 
sibility of an interminable historical discussion 
with evard to the setual responsibility for the 
opening of hostilities.

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TWO YEARS AGO, 
THE BATTLE OF CAMBRAI.

GIRL’S. EFFORT TO SAVE A LIFE, 

Mr. James Murray, J.P., Corner for County 
Wicklow, held an inquest on Saturday concern- 
ing the death of Laurence Walter Seary, aged 
25 years, who died in the ‘Royal Hotel, Bray, 
from injuries received through falling over the 
balustrade in the hotel. 

Heed Constable Mulligan, RA.C., represented 
the police, and Mr. J, AM. Magee, solicitor, ap- 
peared on bebalf of Messrs. Findlater and Co., 
Lid., proprietors of the Royal Hotel. 

Mr. Michael Seary, brother, stated that the 
deceased gentleman was a captain in the 2nd 
Leinster Regiment, and had transferred to the 
Royal Air Force,from which he retired last April. 
He waa attached to the Special Reserve of the 
Leinster Regiment. His wife had died a month 
or six weeks ago. 

Mr. George Clarke, the licensed representative 
for Messrs. Findlater and Co. in the Roya: 
Hotel, said that Mr. Seary had been stopping 
in the hotel for four or five days. He saw 
Capt. Seary about 2,50 p.m. going in to lunch. 
In reply to Head Constable Mulligan, the wit 
ness said that Captain Seary was sober. : 

Dr. Wentworth Taylor stated that he saw 
Mr. Seary between 5 and 6 p.m. lying un- 
conscious on a couch at the hotel. He died 
about an hour and a half later, death being due 
to fracture of the base of the skul) and com- 
pression of the brain. The case wag hopeless 
from the beginning. He saw nothing to in 
dicate that the deceased gentieman was under 
the influence of drink. He was attended by a 
priest before his death. 

Mr. Harry Edwards, Bray, a friond, stated that 
he and another had been together ina private 
room in the hotel with Capt. Seary until 5 p.m., 
when they arranged to go for a motor drive 
with a Mr. Richardson. As they were going 
downstairs, he carrying Mr. Richardson's child, 
he heard a shout, and saw Mr. Seary lying on 
the floor in the hall. He could not say how 
Mr. Beary fell over the balustrade, as he was 
speaking to Mr. Richardson's child at the time. 
He had heard that Mr. Seary was in the habit 
of sliding down the balustrade, but he did act 
see him do it that day. 

Alice Conachy, Mourtpleasant, Bray, de- 
scribed how she tried to catch Mr. Seary in bis 
fall. One of his boots struck her shoulder, but 
he was too far from her to break the fall, 

The Coroner said that it was very pathetic 
that this young man, who had served his King 
and couptry aed had come safe through the 
great war, should meet his death through so 
unfortunate an accident. All felt great sym- 
pathy with his relatives. Miss Conachy, he 
said, deserved great praise for her pluek, 
though, unfortunately, it was of no avail, 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death, and expressed their sympathy, as also 
did Mr. Magee and Head Constable Mulligan.

Pressure has been brought to bear by the 
tenuntry to induce the Earl of Harewood to 
alter his decision to sell geome 9,000 acres in the 
North Riding of Yorkshire. 

Many of the, tenants are farming land which 
they and their forbears have held under the 
Harewood family for 200 years and more. Lord 
Harewood has declined to reconsider his deci- 
sion, and explains his attitude in a letter ad- 
dressed te his tenants. He says :—

to leave the home where I have lived for so 
many years, and probably leave the country; 
for I have no other available home, nor if I had 
would I make any other home in Yorkshire at 
my time of life. 

lf, = the other hand, I sell my landed pro- 
perty, I shall, at any rate, severe as the taxa- 
tion is, only be taxed on the income that I 
receive, and not on a fictitious income, of which 
about half goes back whence it came, and the 
rest is swallowed up by taxation, 

Financial legislation since 1910 has been 
directed towards the breaking up of the large 
landed eatates. 

Lord Harewood resides at Harewood House, 
near Leeds, one of the largest private houses 
in the county. His heir is Viecount Lascelles, 
who inherited ovér £2,000,000 under the will of 
the late Lord Clanricarde.

He 
complained of severe pains im the back, and 
appeared to be in a very weak condition. The 
two accused men appear to belong to the well- 
to-do farming class.

Maxwell, stated that on Friday night, at about 
10.30, he was returning t6 Ferns off leave. He 
was in plain clothes, and cycling. At Carrigeen 
he saw a pony and car coming towards him. 
The pony was going from one side of the road 
to the other, and as he saw he could not pass | 
he jumped off his bioyele. He spoke to Dunne, 
who. was driving, and told him he was a police- 
man, He asked him why he had not his light 
up. Dunne replied that the lamp was on the 
car. That was true, but the lamp was not light. 
ing. Dunne then asked him for his policeman’s 
book, and witness replied by turning his bicycle 
lamp on the car. When questioned, Dunne gave 
his name as James Lambert, Shanrue. While 
witness was writing it down, Keating came be- 
hind his back and struck him a blow on tho 
back of the neck He knocked witness down 
and jumped on him with his two knees, and 
said: “ That is tho first of the military law 
for. you,” Dunne then got out of the car, and 
jumped on witness in the gripe.

DECISION OF SUPREME COUNCIL.

guidance of the Inter-Allied Naval Mission 
which is to supervise the breakifig up of those 
German ships which are to be destroyed, that 
the process of breaking up shall begin st once 
and be concluded within two years. 

A Press Association telegram, dated Sunday, 
says:—It has been decided by the Supreme 
Council thet all German surface warships are 
to be broken up under the supervision of an 
Intér-Allied Committee, with the éxception of 
ten light cruisers and twenty torpedo boat de 
stroyers, which are to be divided between 
France and Italy, on account of their inability 
to build during the war. One battleship, one 
hgimt cruiser, and three torpedo boat destroyers 
are also to be given to each of the five principal 
Allied and Associated Powers for experimental 
and propaganda purposes, but these have to be 
sunk or broken up within one year. The pro- 
portions in which the proceeds of the breaking 
up of enemy surface warships are to be awarded 
to the five principal Allied and Associated 
Powers has been agreed on by Great Britain, 
Pratice, Italy, and Japan on a basis of warship 
losses during the war, but the American Pleni- 
potentaary still awaits instructions from Wash- 
mháil 

A French proposal has been put forward that 
the enemy submarines are all to be broken up, 
with the exteption of ten, Which are té be 
allotted’ to France, as she alobe was unable to 
build submarines during the war. It is sug- 
gested that these ten are, however, to be chosen 
from those boats not used in the unhuman 
German warfare against merchant ships.

EX-ARMY HORSES. 

To THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
BIR,—My attention has been directed to the 
gtatement issued by the War Office in September 
last as to the freedom from disease of ex-Army 
horses. I have had a most unhappy experience 
in purchasing an Army horse; I have drawn the 
attention of the military authorities to the 
matier without result, and Ifventure to bring it 
under your notice in the hope that the publica- 
tion of the facts in my case may lead to some 
inquiry as to the injury sustained by those who, 
relying on suggestions of the nature contained 
in the statement referred to, purchased ex-Army 
horses without having them independently ex- 
amined. 

On the 14th January last an ex-Army borse 
was offered for gale at the Curragh, and was 
purchased by a relation of my own. It was 
noticed at the time that the animal's coat was 
not clean, but the lady received an assurance 


that the animal was quite all right. She took it 


to her stables close by, and a couple of weeks 
afterwards I purchased the animal from her. 


Shortly after the animal left her stables some 
of her own animals appeared to be suffering 
from skin irritation, which was promptly 


treated. When 1 purchased the ex-Army horse 


it was brought into my stables at Orotensiown, 
County Kildare, and remained at Crotanstown 
for some weeks, when it was sent down to my 
property near Clonmel, where it was required 
for the purpose of doing farm work. 


After the horee left Crotanstown other horses 


in my stables there, which had been carrying 
the harness used by the ex-Army horse, became 
effected with skin trouble, which I had treated 
immediately 1 detected it. Shortly after the ex- 
Army horse's arrival in Clonmel two of my 


horses there became affected with skin trouble, 


and eventually, in the month of Aprii, they were 


declared by a local inspector to be suffering 
froma parasitic menge. The local inspector 
stated that the ex-Army horse was incurable, 
and this horse and the two otherg had to be 
destroyed. : we 

There is evidence to show that the horee was 
affected with the mange before the sale; “it 
spread the disease at the original purchaser's 
stables and at my own stables, Fortunately, 
although the disease was not known to be 
parasitic mange, prompt treatment prevented 
disastrous results to the animale in these stables; 
but he carried the disease with him to Clonmel 
and affected my two horses there. I conclude 
from these horses being in lower condition than 
those at Crotanstown that the disease affected 
them more severely, with the results before 
stated. 
All these facte have been brought more than 
once under the notice of the military authorities, 
but 1 have received no satisfactory explanation 
from them, and I trust that your publication 
of this letter may lead to a full inquiry.—

IRISH NATIONAL TEACHERS AND THE 
NEW EDUCATION BILL. 


The Central Executive Committee of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, at a meeting 
held in Dublin on Saturday, expressed con- 
siderable surprise and disappointment at the 
fact that, although the Education Bill had been 
introduced a week ago, no information was yet 
available as to the intention of the Govern- 
ment regarding the salaries of teachers or the 
proposed alterationg in their conditions of ser- 
vice following the recommendations of the 
Killanin Committee. Immediate financial re- 
lief was demanded as the only remedy for the 
present parlous condition of the teachers. 

Representatives of the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation of the Association of Secondary 
Teachers, and of the Council of Technical 
Teachers met on Saturday, and agreed, on be- 
half of their respective Associations, to co 
operate as far as possible in safeguarding and 
forwarding their common interests in connection 
with the present bill. A joint deputation, con- 
sisting of representatives from each body, will 
proceed to London at once in order to press 
upon the Government the necessity of making 
provision for an immediate payment to the 
teachers of a substantial instalment of the 
mohey now so long overdue. It is expected that 
this deputation will be accompanied by one cr 
two members of the National Labour Executive.

On the 20th to 25th November was held at 
Strasbourg the eighth Congress of the Unton 
Nationale des Associations Télwtianis de France. 
This synchronised with the celebrations attend- 
ing the restoration to France of the University 
of Stresbourg. On Saturday, the 22nd. inst., 
which was the anniversary of the entry of the 
French troops into the town, M. Poincaré, who 
had hurried back from Glasgow, where he had 
accepted the Rectorship of the University, 
solemnly inaugurated the French University of 
Strasbourg. 

In order to make the cocasion memorable, the 
Union Nationale invited representatives of the 
professors and students of all the Allied 
countries, and of some of tlie neutral nations, to 
uttend the Congress. The Auditor end the 
Librarian of the College Historical Society at- 
tended from Trinity College, Dublin, and a re- 
presentative from Queen’s College, Belfast, com- 
pleted the Irish delegation. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, no representative was sent of the Irish 
professors, though over twenty went from the 
English and Scottish Universities. The British 
students. present numbered altogether twenty; 
and there were delegates from Belgium, Italy, 
Poland. COzecho-Slovakia, Spain, Switzerland, 
Holland, Denmark, Sweden, and Norway. 
American delegates were invited, but were un- 
able to attend; and, of course, there wer a 
large number of delegates from the French 
students’ associations. 

The fétes began on Thureday evening with & 
torchlight procession of the Congressists through 
the town to the Salle des Fétes, where they

the sole means of bringing them into sssuciation 
with eách other. In Ireland there was already 
more social life, and any University which de 
sired to come into touch with another could do 
eo by inter-debates and sports. Moreover, the 
British Universities were not maintained by the 
Siate, and would find it extremely difficult to 
raise the very large amount, of money needed 
for annual congresses. It would have been 
foolish to pledge support of a scheme as yet ill- 
considered: and he then propesed the following 
amendment :—“‘ That this meeting of- British 
delegates do thank the Union Nationale for 
enabling them to attend the present Congress, 
and do pledge themselves to bring the question 
of founding a British Union before their re- 
spective Universities."’ The Oxford delegate 
supported the amendment, e-ying, however, that 
some inter-University organisation should exist 
to correspond with the Committee of the //nton 
Nationale, and the British University Societies 
should extend a weleoome to any members of the 
Union Nationale who should visit them.

THE PRESIDENT. 


The President, in proposing the health of the 
guest of the evening, said that they were all 
glad to entertuin their distinguished friend, to 
| show their affection for him, and to wish him 
Í many more years of active and pleasant life. 
| They, Dubliners, were extremely proud of Sir 
j Charles Cameron. (Applause.) He was born in 
| Dublin, edacated in Dublin, and his first public 
appointment, «s probably his last one would be, 
j was in Dublin. At the age of 23 he was ap- 
‘pointed professor to the Dublin Chemical 
| Society. Sir Charles was not a pure Irishman— 
more was the pity. He was a descendant of the 
| Lochicl branch of the Clan Cameron, and his 
| mother was a“ Irishwoman. There was reason 
to believe that the Irish strain in him was 
stronger -than the Scotch, and that belief: was 
supported by the fact cf his great age, while 
the Camerons were not renowned for longevity. 
In 1875 Dr. Cameron, as he then was, was ap- 
pointed Professor of Chemistry to the Royal 
| College of Surgeons, and he occupied its presi- 
dential chair in the years 1885-66. He was for 
half a century a professor in the College; he 
was also Medical Superintendent and Executive 
Officor of Public Health of the City of Dublin 
and Public Analyst for more years than he (the 
President) could remember. He could speak 
from personal experience of the thorough-going 
manner in which Sir Charles Cameron performed 
his duties, and he believed that to that zealous 
and thorough-going devotien to his work was 
due his undoubted success. He was author of 
several works on hygiene and medical subjects. 
He had received a knighthood and C.B., and 
the Corporation of Dublin made him an honorary 
Freeman of the borough. Other distinctions 
| were conferred upon him, and he was honorary 
secretary to the College of Surgeons for many 
years. The College owed a great deal to Sir 
i Charles, Cameron. (Applause,) It was. to him 
that théy owed the statue of Dease which stands 
in the hall, the portrait of Butcher, and. the 
Butcher Museum, which had been presented to 
the College. Through the efforts of Sir Charles, 
ladies were admitted to the College. Whether 
that was an unmixed blessing to the men was 
' not quite certain, but it was certain that they 
Í were pushing the men out of many a profitable 
| job. (Laughter.) He (the President) was not quite 
sure but that some day or other a lady would 
take. the presidential chair, apd he hoped that 
Sir Charles would live to see it. (Laughter and 
opplause.) These, however, were not the reasons 
behind this compliment. They were moved by 
their affection for Sir Charles and by their ap- 
'preciation of his lovable character. (Hear, 
hear.) Not one oí them all could say that he 
‘had ever heard Sir Charles say an ill word of 
| any man, and few men had made so few enemivs 
Í as he had during his life of ninety years. (Hear, 
| hear.)

The Royal College 
of Surgeons had conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of Diplomate in Public Health, 
and. in addition, the College had, from year to 
year for twenty-seven yenrs, done him the 
honour of electing him honorary secretary, the 
principal emolument for which was to be seated 
at the right hand of the President. His father, 
a Highland Scotsman, apoke (Gaelic, and his 
Irish mother also spoke Gaelic. When his 
parents wented to speak about anything which 
they wanted to conceal from their children they 
spoke to each other in Gaelic. Ho did not 
understand the language yet, but he hoped to 
improve. (Laughter.) The histery of the Col. 
lege was a proud one; it was founded hy George 
LIT. sixteen years before the London College 
was started.
